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The Non-SteppIR DB34 Evolution 


(step-by-step by Step) 
N6WS & W6TK 


Dick, W6TK, has recently modified his SteppIR DB32 antenna to add a third trombone element. The new- 
est configuration during its evolution had been dubbed the mini-DB36, DB35, DB34+2, but the DB34 no- 
menclature has seemed to stick. Dick’s SteppIR antenna has evolved through the years from a basic 4- 
element SteppIR to its current state of having 4-elements, of which three are trombone elements. | will 
explain the evolutionary process step-by-step taken by Dick, who is known locally as Step. The Step nick- 
name has nothing to do with SteppIR, it comes from a shortening of his family name, Stepanian. 


Dick’s antenna started as a basic 20m-10m 4-element SteppIR, and has evolved through several steps to 
having 3 trombone elements on 30m and 40m while maintaining 4 elements on 20m through 10m. The 
change in Dick’s antenna configuration over the years has been gradual, spanning 10 years. 


The first modification Dick made was to replace the 
original SteppIR ‘pipe-bomb’ interconnecting system 
with a SteppIR junction box. This was a fairly basic 
modification that has been done to most of the original 
SteppIR antennas troubled with ‘pipe-bomb’ failures. 


The first real modification Dick made to change the an- 
tenna characteristics was to add a trombone driven 
element to replace the original element, giving him the 
additional capability of a rotatable dipole on 30m and 
40m. This is a configuration fully supported by Step- 
pIR, and is a standard step many owners have taken 
to add 30m and 40m to their standard 5-band SteppIR 
models. That antenna configuration lasted Dick about 
5 years. 


As many hams who have a rotatable dipole on 30m and 40m have experienced, Dick desired a bit of gain 
on the lower two bands. So, the natural progression was to add a passive second trombone element as a 
reflector element on those bands. There had been articles mentioning this configuration on the Web, and 
it was commonly known as the SteppIR DB32. In this 
configuration the second trombone element replaced 
director-2, making it into the DB32 configuration that is 
minimally supported by SteppIR. SteppIR did have a 
chip available for the Fluid-Motion controller with the 
DB32 configuration, but the DB32 was not available as 
a standard product. The DB32 configuration gave good 
gain on 30m and 40m, but had an odd characteristic. 
The direction of maximum radiation on the 40m and 
30m bands was 180 degrees from 20m through 10m. & 
With the DB32 configuration it was easy to find your an- 
tenna accidentally pointed 180 degrees from the DX 
station you were trying work. Well, this DB32 configu- 
ration lasted Dick about 4 years. 


| think it was the fact that two of his neighbors had put up SteppIR DB36 antennas that gave Dick the in- 
spiration to expand his DB32 to add a third trombone element. There was also an article on the Web by 
K9RX showing the results of his addition of three trombone elements on a 32’ boom. K9RX dubbed this 
version the DB30-RX. This article was the real inspiration that that adding a third trombone could actually 
work. 


When the opportunity came up to purchase a third trombone element, Dick drove to Northern California 
and picked it up. Okay, now he has three trombones and a 4’ boom extension ready to expand his DB32 
to a previously untried configuration of three trombones and a passive 20m through 10m director element 
on a 36’ boom. 


With a little help from EZNEC+, AutoEZ, and 4nec2 antenna modeling programs, models were developed 
to show an antenna like the DB36, but with a smaller 36’ driven element, was a practical design. Not only 
was it a practical, Dick had all the necessary parts to modify his DB32 into a DB34. Throwing caution to 
the wind, Dick took his DB32 off his tower three weeks before the California QSO Party to prepare for the 
latest modification. 


The modification to the DB32 consisted of extending 

the boom 4’, and moving the driven element 17” for- 

ward on the boom. That seemed pretty simple, but it 
allowed for some necessary periodic maintenance, » 
such as painting of the fiberglass element tubes while fi 
the antenna was on the ground. When all the mainte- 7 
nance and modifications were accomplished the an- 

tenna went back up on the tower. The final antenna 

party was on Friday, Oct 4, the day before the Califor- 

nia QSO Party. This was a Just-In-Time antenna modi- 
fication. 


Now came the real test. How close were the models to 
reality? The modeled element lengths were fed into the 
SteppIR SDA100 controller for 20m, and they were very close to what was expected. The element 
lengths for the other bands were then fed into the controller with similar good results. This boosted confi- 
dence in Dick’s ability to use the antenna for the California QSO Party. Initial on-the-air tests showed 
there was good directional quality and gain. The antenna in the DB34 configuration seemed to be work- 
ing as predicted in the models. 


The first on-the-air test comparing the DB34 to a DB36 on 40m showed the results were very similar, with 
both antennas receiving the same signal report. The real test came on Saturday during the California 
QSO Party. Dick was able to make 1,500 QSOs in 18.5 hours during a Sunspot low. The antenna up- 
grade worked well. 


| only know of one other SCDXC member with a DB32, so | will not take up newsletter space going into 
the technical information of the modification. If John, N6QQ, modifies his DB32 to a DB34, it may make 
him harder to catch in the annual ‘Get Schroeder Contest’, so please don’t encourage John to add a third 
trombone to his DB32. 


| want to thank the Bill, N6RV, and Chip, N6CA, for their technical input during the development of this 
modification. Several evenings were spent on the KEDXC DX-Chat discussing the variations and trade- 
offs in HF Yagi antenna design. 


Oh, by the way, Dick’s antenna modifica- 
tions may not have ended with the DB34. 
During the accumulation of parts to make 
the DB34, Dick has two extra 20m though 
10m passive elements remaining in his 
garage. There may be a possibility of fur- | 
ther evolution of Dick’s SteppIR to a 5- 
element DB44 or 6-element DB50. 


(Note: The position of the reflector trom- 
bone EHU is 34” from the reflector end of 
the 36’ boom, so the effective antenna 
boom-length is really 34’2”. The effective 
boom length is how the DB34 nomencla- 
ture was derived.)

Our first trip to SCDXC was to Clifton’s Cafeteria. A hs, 
group of sixteen year olds showed up smoking foot long ee eat 
stogies, kicking their feet up on the tables mimicking the 
big guns (yeah, name is Frank)! Maybe some remember 
those obnoxious little whatevers. 


Dave, KH6AQ, moved to Hawaii a few years back. He 
built a low maintenance, almost off the grid home on The 
Big Island just North of Kilauea on the East side of the 
Island. His QTH has a water catchment system, county electric with a generator and solar back up and 
local water and sewer services. Thermal energy is more than ample! 


Dave’s career began at Hughes Electron Dynamic Divi- 
sion in Torrance where he worked on Travelling Wave 
Tubes for Space and Ground applications. Dave was a 
source for surplus 4-1000A that were used as current 
drivers in the test equipment. Once the pulse out of the 
tubes sagged they were replaced. These gems had 
more than enough oomph to put out many kilowatts on 
the ham bands for years! 


After his stint at Hughes Dave moved on to an engi- 
neering position with Tektronics. He worked on the de- 
sign of various pieces of test equipment (oscilloscopes, 
spectrum analyzers, etc.). Eventually Dave settled into 
a very specific field, EMI / EMC. For those who do not 
know this discipline, it is the one that the plasma TV in- 
dustry (and most junk from China) ignores. Dave made 
sure that nothing radiated from their equipment or con- 
ducted out through the electrical interfaces. This insur- 
ing no Electromagnetic Interference (EMI) to the sur- 
rounding environment. The equipment was also de- 
signed for Electromagnetically Compatible (EMC) with 
the environment as well. This insures that any radiation 
impinging on the equipment would not degrade per- 
formance or damage it. Likewise any conducted emis- 
sions passing into the equipment had no deleterious 
effects on the equipment. This discipline is also known 
as radiated and conducted emissions. 


One of his favorite jobs was lightning simulation. A 
large electrical transient discharge was applied either to 
the frame of the equipment or on the AC lines to evalu- 
ate the effect on the equipment. Now, what ham when 
they were a kid didn't love to blow up things! Dave was 
paid for doing just that! 


Throughout his life Dave has been an experimenter. He 
developed, modeled and tested many compact vertical 
antennas. Despite numerous friends urging, Dave has 
not put up a beam antenna since his teens when he 
lived in San Pedro. Even then he experimented with 
large loading coil (Hi Q) shortened dipoles. When he 
moved to Salt Lake City Utah, he would compete in the 
160 meter contests in the QRP category with a balloon 
vertical on a sandbar in the Great Salt Lake. He placed 
very high nationally and won a few in that category as 
WX7G.

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Recently Dave has been comparing three antennas: 


80 meters: 34' x 34' inverted-L, w/ 32 radials >30' long 
40 meters: 34' vertical (Supports the 80 meter inv-L). 
80 - 10 meters: 102' inverted-vee (G5RV) up 40' 


He ran hundreds of A-B tests and made the following 
conclusions: 


The GSRV was comparable to the inverted L on 80 me- 
ters. That was unexpected. The G5RV is only up 40 
feet. 


The vertical through a tuner is a little better than the 
GSRV on 30 meters 


The vertical is 5 dB better than the G5RV on 40 meters. 


Currently Dave has shortened the G5RV making it a 34 
foot inverted-vee on 20 - 10 meters. Future plans in- 
clude a cobweb antenna, a six meter beam, and possi- 
bly a hex beam. He also will be using a balloon 1/4 
wave vertical on 160 meters that he will put up tempo- 
rarily during the contests.
